His fo llo wers cried, “ we are pre­ 
p ared," an d. “ long live the govern­ 
men t o f Prem ier Oottward without 
th e reactio n aries.” 
Oo ttwald insisted last night that 
Presiden t Edu ard Benes, an Inde­ 
p en den t; let him name a new cabin- 
it with o u t the ministers of three 
p arties th at turned in their resig­ 
n atio n s fro m the coalition govern­ 
men t y esterday . 
Benes Non-Committal 
President Benes sat tig ht in the 
presidential palace. He had not ac­ 
cepted the resignations. Technically 
bus broad National Front govern­ 
ment still existed. 
His o ffice said he had seen no 
o n e th is morning nor had he taken 
an y action toward dissolving the 
co n stitu en t national assembly and 
callin g an election of a new par­ 
liamen t. 
Th e cabin et holds power from a 
co n stitu en t 
national assembly elect­ 
ed In May, 1946, when the Com­ 
mu n ists polled the biggest vote. The 
assembly was set up to serve until 
a new constitution could be put Into 
effect. 
But the belief grew last night 
that the ami-Communtst withdraw­ 
als might bring an emergency elec­ 
tion of a new assembly even before 
this constitution eouid become ef­ 
fective. Some predictions were that 
the constituent assembly would be 
dissolved today and 
an 
election 
called within sik week*. - 
Gottwald's demand upon Benes 
was reported last night in a broad­ 
cast of the Communist newspaper 
Rude Pravo here. 
We call on all true Czechs to 
su p p o rt the new people's Demo­ 
cratic National Front of Klement 
Oo ttwald.’’ said the broadcast. 
Th e committee's statem ent, read 
o v er th e Czech radio network, said 
th e th ree parties that quit had 
beco me “th e opposition which is 
u n den n in tn g 
this country.”

GOP leaders, fighting to reduce 
taxes and keep inflation controls 
on a voluntary basis, privately re­ 
garded the steel Increase as a poli­ 
tical break for President Truman 
and a blow to their own program. 
GOP Policy Chairman Taft, said 
that If he were the attorney general 
he would “ go right after" steel in­ 
dustry leaders to find out “ why they 
all came out with an increase at 
the same time." 
Sen. Ball <R) of Minnesota, who 
is a member of the J oint economic 
committee which Sen. Taft heads, 
took an even sterner view of the 
¡$5 a-ton steel price hike. He said. 
lAok* Like Collision

’Crease for violation of the anti­ 
trust laws. It looks like collision to 
me.” 
Leading Democrat* regarded the 
steel Increase as proof that Sen 
Taft's “ voluntary’’ antl-lnflation law 
will not do the job. 
Sen. McOrath <D) of Rhode Is­ 
land, Democratic national chairman, 
declared: 
"Thl* Is on excellent example of 
how voluntary agreements by big 
business work under the Republican 
antl-lnflation bill.’’ 
Sfen. O’Mahoney <D) of Wyoming 
ranking member of the economic 
committee, called big steel's action 
“ another example of the utter fu­ 
tility of this congress.” 
Sen. O’Mahoney said he would call 
the steel price issue up for con­ 
sideration when the J oint commit­ 
tee meets today to go over its pend­ 
ing report on living coats. He de­ 
clared :

duce the cost of living by having 
a crash ”

O’Mahoney noted that he 
had been trying since the opening 
of the session to get the economic

Ben Taft said the price increase

They were red-ting ed voters in New York City and 
ward hellers In Chicag o. They had only one thing In 
common—-to keep Mr. Roosevelt in office because he 
had a receptive ear for all of them and * marvelous 
way of g iving them moat of what they wanted. 
He was a master at the political jug g ling needed 
to keep this unnatural arrang ement intact. Occasion­ 
ally, he lost a labor leader who couldn’t be satisfied, or 
offended a politician < the J ohn Lewis and Alben Bark­ 
ley incidents come to mind) but his power at the polls 
*ever was seriously hurt. It was plain that something 
fotdd happen to break up the coalition eventually, but 
io one could predict what it mig ht be, except Mr. 
Roosevelt's death. 
That is, of course, what happened. Mr. Truman Is 
not the vote-g etter his predecessor was. nor Is he the 
master jug g ler The coalition is falling apart The fall 
thereof is more and more shaping up like the, g reat 
political eveat of 1948, with a Republican victory next 
November coming as an anti-climax.

Ai r Force Steps 
Up Cadet Program 


The challeng e of J et propulsion 
and supersonic speeds is attracting 
young Americans to the U. S. All 
Force for pilot training in ever in­ 
creasing numbers.

This is g ood reasoning but so far 
it has not broug ht any practical 
fruits in th* form of quick and easy 
treatment, chiefly because we do not 
know exactly what action of the in­ 
ternal g lands stimulates the fat 
g lands of the skin into the over­ 
activity which results in acne. 
It is true that in some of the older 
g irls who suffer from acne, the g iv­ 
ing of female sex hormones for a 
week or so before the reg ular peri­ 
ods has been found helpful, but, 
by and larg e, efforts to treat acne 
.vlth g landular extracts seem to 
have proved disappointing in many 
cases. 
Hyg ienic Measures 
The day may come when we shall 
be able to trace exactly the connec­ 
tion between acne and the maturing 
process. Until we can, however, the 
best treatment of the condition mast 
be based on sound hyg ienic meas­ 
ures, such as cleanliness and diet. 
In some cases, a reduction of the , 
fat in the diet is helpful. In others, j 
reducing the starchy foods and • 
sug ars g ives the best results. It 
seems that chocolate has a particu­ 
larly irritating effect on the fat 
g lands, as do certain drug s, such as 
the iodides and bromides. Hence, in 
patients with acne, it is usually best 
to avoid these substances completely. 
Where Blackheads Form 
In instances where many black­ 
heads form and there is thickening 
of the skin around the opening s pf 
the pores, the g iving of larg e doses 
of vitamin 'A daily 
for several 
months at a time may be beneficial. 
The correction of any long -con­ 
tinued disorder, such as a dig estive 
disturbance, constipation, anemia, 
Dr malnutrition, and the removal of 
any infection in the teeth, tonsils, 
sinuses, or elsewhere in the body, 
are ether measures of importance. 
Abundance of Sleep 
An abundance of sleep, fresh air 
and exercise, o f course, is to be rec­ 
ommended. 
The skin should be cleaned twice 
daily with a mild soap, but injury 
to the skin from roug h rubbing is 
not desirable. Sulfur soaps available 
at drug stores are often used and 
may be worthwhile. The doctor will 
sug g est the kind to use. 
If the skin is quite oily, the phy­ 
sician may advise drying lotions 
such as calming , or an alcoholic 
suspension of sulfur and and cam­ 
phor. These lotions are put on at 
nig ht only. As a rule, it is better to
